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AN EYE ON THE HORIZON 


The beginning of the New Year is a time for beginning anew; a time 
for a fresh start; a time for setting the record straight; a time for resolutions 
and a clearing out of the cobwebs of the mind. So it is with our private lives 
and so it must be also in our Medical Society. The beginning of a new year 
calls for a re-defining of our aims and objectives. Where are we going? 
What are we doing? Why do we need a County Medical Society? 

The constitution of this Mahoning County Medical Society sets forth the 
purpose of our organization as follows: "To promote the science and art of 
medicine and the betterment of public health . . . ". Each year a new 
president has set out to interpret that statement in his own personal way, 
and each has contributed something to our heritage.

On the horizon loom seme 
dramatic changes in the social and economic aspects of our community 
which will have drastic and perhaps permanent influence on our profession. 
Many of us have only the vaguest notion as to the extent of the changes 
which are in the blue print stage of our community. Most of these plans 
have a direct effect on our organization in particular, and on the practice 
of medicine, in general. Already we have seen urban renewal in action, 
with the centralization of medical facilities on the North Side. Associated 
with this is the possibility of a medical school in our community, probably 
affiliated with Youngstown State University. Our Society has also been work¬ 
ing with the Cleveland Academy of Medicine and Western Reserve Univer¬ 
sity group to organize a regional medical program for this section cf Ohio. 

These are some of the things that your society is doing in a positive 
manner, to "promote the science and art of medicine". During the coming 
year we hope to keep you abreast of these exciting changes which are in 
store for our community. Dr. Richa'd Murray, as program chairman, is 
planning programs which will approach these goals with meetings designed 
to keep an "eye on the horizon". Dr. James Anderson, new editor of the 
Bulletin, will convey his ideas via the printed word each month in his 
editorials. Our goal is to keep our eyes on the horizon, and to take our 
rightful place of leadership in the medical affairs of the community and 
in the exciting events of the future.

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Editorial 


The primary purpose of a medical school is to train physicians. Is this 
a self-evident statement? Perhaps a generation ago it was, however, today 
it may be a thought-provoking one. 

The fresh-from-the-mold M. D. may now follow many a path. He may 
become an administrator; he may go to work for a pharmaceutical house; 
or he may spend his productive life in the laboratory. If he chooses clinical 
medicine he may pursue further training as a sub-subspecialist, or he may 
become a General Practitioner and "just take care of sick people". There 
must be teachers. The aerospace program needs medical personnel. 

Many of the opportunities presented to the modern medical school 
graduate do not include direct contact with patients. The importance of 
these non-clinical disciplines certainly should not be underestimated. How¬ 
ever, one might ask how much of the medical student's time should be 
spent preparing for such endeavors. 

The student is now spending more time conducting research than he 
did in earlier years. When this teaches him the scientific approach to a 
problem and gives him a scientific background for his medical knowledge, 
it is good; when it takes time away from percussing chests and palpating 
abdomens, it is bad. The multiplication tables must be memorized before 
calculus can be attempted and to memorize requires repetition (even with 
the "New Math"). One might also say that a test tube in the hands of 
a clinician is safer than a patient in the hands of a reseacher, and goals 
set by students in medical school only too often change. 

Some would reason that a student with great research potential is 
wasting time in studying clinical material that he will never use. In answer 
to this, one may point out that the value of research is ultimately in its 
practical application and that the investigator, with a good clinical back¬ 
ground, is in the best position to apply basic research. Also, one may 
conclude that the student who is not suited for clinical medicine might 
better pursue a more academic course and join the ranks of the many 
medical school faculty members who have earned the Ph. D. degree.

OLD ISSUES OUT 

In the ideal office, one patient would be entering just as the previous 
one leaves. There would be no need for chairs, lounges, magazine racks and 
similar equipment in the waiting room. However, this ideal is seldom attained. 
The physician prepares for this delay by having room for waiting patients 
and various persons who accompany them. To help them pass their time with 
less fidgeting, periodicals are provided. 

When the patient picks up a copy of a magazine, he is all too often 
reminded of ancient days. The copy may well be more than three or four 
years old. This situation has been the butt of jokes for many seasons. 

Just as the phyician wants the latest equipment and up to the minute 
knowledge for treating his patients, he should want his waiting room to be 
up to date. 

This is easily done. Buy new magazines. At the end of the month, throw 
out all the old issues. Automatically, this keeps the reading material up to 
date and mollifies the patient who has been kept waiting. After the first 
month, the job is relatively easy.

When Postgraduate Day was dis¬ 
continued no one thought to reduce the dues.
